What kind of work is handled by Silent Unity? 

The work of the Silent Unity department of 
Unity School is a healing and teaching ministry. 
This ministry was originated to give instruction 
and knowledge of God as a practical, helpful pres- 
ence and power, and to give co-operation in prayer 
to persons who cannot visit teachers of Truth in 
person. Experience has shown that the absence of 
personal contact has many advantages, chief 
among them being that it helps the student to for- 
get his teacher and to place his whole reliance up- 
on God. This also is the reason why none of the 
letters written by Silent Unity bear a personal 
signature. 

Should someone next door to us or even in the 
same building wish our ministry, we would pray 
for him without seeing him just as we do for those 
who write to us from distant places. 


Are people actually helped through this work? 

During the years that Silent Unity has prayed 
with those who are willing to turn to God for 
help, we have received letters testifying to the 
healing of almost every known physical ailment,

in Silent Unity at the present time, all of them 
consecrated in their desire to be of service to hu- 
manity. We do not for a moment feel that we per- 
sonally do the healing work. We acknowledge 
God as the presence and power that heals. Prayers 
are continuous day and night in Silent Unity, con- 
secrated workers giving special attention to each 
request received. In addition we all meet together 
several times a day in special meetings to pray for 
those needing help and to gather fresh inspiration 
for ourselves. 

We pray daily for keener spiritual discernment 
so that we may know better how to minister to 
those needing instruction and aid in overcoming 
some difficulty. Our work is to help the individual 
find God by finding the Christ within himself and 
to get a right understanding of God and His law. 


How is the work of Silent Unity financed? 

From the inception of the Unity work Mr. and 
Mrs. Fillmore have felt that they could no more 
place a price upon their spiritual advice and prayers 
than Jesus Christ could have done in His ministry 
among men. Although a nominal charge is made 
for the books and magazines, in keeping with 
postal regulations, all the rest of the Unity work 
is conducted on the love-offering plan. Thus from 
the very beginning of the work known as Silent 
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Unity its prayers have been offered and given with- 
out price. We trust implicitly in God to prosper 
this His work through His own wisely selected 
channels. Without exception this service of prayer 
has depended upon and has been maintained by 
the offerings of those who wish help through 
prayer and those who wish to help further the 
work of Jesus Christ. 

Every letter sent us receives the same attention 
and consideration as every other, regardless of 
whether an offering is inclosed or not. And each 
gift received, from the smallest to the greatest, 
is genuinely and sincerely appreciated. 


What do you mean by people “co-operating” with 
you? 

Our friends write to us for help in solving every 
type of problem of which one could possibly con- 
ceive. Not only are there many, many requests 
for healing of physical conditions but also requests 
for help in financial need, in securing employment, 
in passing examinations, in conquering undesirable 
habits, in adjusting misunderstandings and solving 
domestic troubles and various other problems. 

When someone writes to Silent Unity for 
prayers, we not only take up each need immedi- 
ately in prayer, but we also send a letter of en- 
couragement or instruction, a pamphlet, and a 
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printed prayer that we feel will meet the need. 


Perhaps you wonder why it is necessary for us 
to write out a prayer for another person to use. 
One’s first thought is that anyone knows how to 
pray. However we have found that many persons 
need help along this line. True prayer is a 
turning toward God and acknowledging Him as 
the source of all health, all supply, all good. Prayer 
is fundamental in all spiritual healing, whether 
of mind, body, or affairs. Silently or audibly re- 
peating statements of Truth is a form of prayer. 
We print these prayer statements on leaves and 
cards for the convenience of the one wishing help 
in order that he may keep the affirmation with 
him and be reminded of his prayer. 


For instance, if someone asks help in the way of 
guidance in his affairs we may send him a prayer 
similar to this: “I am a child of the living God. 
I am one with His wisdom. That wisdom leads 
me in paths of righteousness, peace, and true suc- 
cess.” Should he ask prayers for healing, we may 
send him this type of prayer: “The healing, puri- 
fying, vitalizing power of the Holy Spirit is now 
upon me in the name of Jesus Christ.”” Or we may 
send this one: “The constructive, harmonizing, 
unifying power of divine love is now active in me, 
healing my body.” 

















How does Silent Unity give an “absent treat- 
ment” ? 

When someone writes to us for help in demon- 
strating some desired good in his life, we first 
realize that there is no separation, no distance, that 
we are all one in God, who is everywhere present. 
In this realization of the oneness and the allness 
of God and His good we see that there is no evil, 
no disease, no poverty, no disorder, no inharmony. 

There is nothing secret or mysterious about the 
way in which our ministry is carried on. We 
simply enter into the consciousness of being one 
with the Father and one with the person for whom 
we are praying. We acknowledge that every per- 
son is a perfect child of God, no matter how im- 
perfect his life may appear to be. 


In conclusion, there is one point we keep al- 
ways in mind: “I speak not from myself: but the 
Father abiding in me doeth his works.” Constantly 
we practice the presence of God so that we may 
know that “in him we live, and move, and have 
our being.” In this consciousness we are able to 
transcend conditions as they appear to be, and 
we see each individual as he is in the sight of God: 
pure, whole, perfect, alive, and alight with the 
glory of the Father’s presence. 


Silent Unity claims no special power that is not 
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also latent in you. By faithfulness in prayer and 
obedience to the teachings of Jesus Christ you can 
be healed, prospered, illumined, and blessed and 
through your faith you can bless others. 


We do not feel that ours is a ministry to be 
handled only by our group of workers who are 
here with us in person. This is a universal work. 
We know that thousands of persons all over the 
world are just as much a part of this work as we 
are. Having been helped through this ministry, 
they help us to help others. Their prayers are help- 
ing us and ours are helping them, and such a con- 
structive force is being generated and broadcast 
that anyone who “tunes in” in faith is sure to be 
blessed, illumined, and healed. 


If you have any problem of health or finances 
or environment with which you desire help; if 
there is any question puzzling you about which 
you should like spiritual instruction or enlighten- 
ment; if there is anyone you know who needs the 
uplift of prayer and blessing in his life, feel free 
to write to Silent Unity, to call upon us at any 
time. We shall be glad to pray with you and to 
walk the way of Truth with you so “that in all 
things God may be glorified through Jesus Christ, 
whose is the glory and the dominion for ever and 
ever.
